In compliance with law, ] have the honor to place before 
your Excellency, a statement of the Receipts and Disbursements, 
and Balances remaining on hand, of the several funds consist~ 
ing of “State Revenue,” * University Land Sales,” “ Two per 
cent, Sinking Fund upon Bonds of Railroad Companies,” and 
“Special Deposits,” for the fiscal year ending August 3ist, 
1861. A statement of the operations of the “School Fund” 
is hereto annexed, in a separate report. 

The account of “ University Land Sales,” shows that the sum 
of $ 19,468 93, was paid into the Treasury during the year, on 
account of principaland interest upon notes passed by purchasers, 
‘of which sum $ 16,312 97 wasin specie, and $3,155 9۵ in “Ten 
‘per cent. Interest Warrants.” This latter amount will be ex- 
changed for specie with the “State Revenue Account," when 
there is a sufficieney on hand not necessary to the payment of 
appropriations. There still remains due and unpaid $ 12,767 13 
on account of principal and interest on the first two instalments, 
as follows, viz:
